SERIOUS CPNFLAQ RATIONS.

ToLCDO, 0., Aug. 6. —Bowling Oreen, a 
" town in Wood eounty, tw«nty milea 
of this dty, was visited with a seriooa 
oonflagration early thto morning. At 1 
</elook fire waa diaooverad between two 
fMme buildinga om tha main atrea l Tha 
ftw departmaat proved inadaquato for 
tha oooaoion, and whaa tha oitiaaBa aaw 
that toe whole town waa likely to bora 
they telegraphed for an engine from tha 
olty. 

In spite of the combined efforte of eitiaaas 
aod fireman, tha fiamaa spread with frighh* 

ful rapidity, and in a abort time two entire 
aquaras ware a mam of flanm Fortunately 
the wind died down, and the firemen euo. 
ceeded in couHning the fire to this quarter. 
At 2:45 the flamea were subdued and tha 
danger wag past. The village is a sad look- 
ing ^ight, the heart of it being burned oul 
Twenty-two buildings ware burned, etitail- 
ing a loss of t^i^.'lOO, Among the buildings 
burned wait the Perry house, the gueste of 
which escaped uninjured. The Sentinel 
ofBoa was saved only by the greatest exer- 
tiona. The Inauranoe to about •«i,<NML The 
burned district will ba rebuilt at «aa Tba 
individual losses are very small. 

Fatal Fire lu Haltlmore. 

Bai-tim iluc, Aii«. . — Fire broke out this 
morning in the «<xt«n8ive craijker liakery of 
Jamea 1). Miuou & Hona va i'ratt street, 
near Light, which was entirely destroyed, 
with all ita contents and machinery. It ex- 
tended on the right to the duiibk- building 
occupied by Hen<ienion, LnwR it Co., 
craokern, calcati and uandiea, which was also 
destroyed. 

William Schulte, foreman of engine Na 
12, waa on one of the lower flours when tha 
upper floors fell in ami he was buried 
beneath the ruina and killed, iiu bo<iy haa 
not yet been recoverwL Chief Engineer 
Henneck, of the fire department, was ou tha 
same floor and was seriously injiu-ed. His 
death is feared. The flainoi continued to 
spread on the right to the stove warehouse 
of Liebrandt, McDowell & Co., which wa* 
destroyed, and to tha agricultural ware- 
house of B. Whitman Sl Sons, tha Upper 
part of which was burned out. 

In tlic' Kit of t|]« building in which the 
fire on^inated tha l>ook and utationary store 
of Newton, Kurtz & 8on, ooutainiiig a largg 
stock, waa burned, and all the U|>|>er floors 
of the grain and pro* luce coinniiiiBion houae 
of E. K. Oweua <!c C<j., wars deitroyeil. The 
fire spread to the south and took hold of the 
tm warehouse of E. L. Tarkec & Co., front- 
ing on Charles street, which was wrecked 
and the stock niiiuyl. Their damage U aati-

Whan Oon. Boulanger challanged M. 
Ferry these aama Vranchmen thought tba 
former's action an unpardonable piece of 
impudence, and blindly construed hto re* 
sentiment of M. Ferry's gratuitous vilifica- 
tion into conflrraation of the lattor's assev- 
eration of the former's falaity. When, how- 
ever, M. Ferry thought his chosen repraaan- 
totive* declined to acoord to Gea Boulanger

Press, of Lexington, says : " A great sen- 
sation waa created yeeterday in court by 
a war of worda between D. Boone Logan 

and Z. Taylor Young, Sr. In the exami- 
nation as to the complicity of tbe grand 
JurymeD, Boone Logan waa a e p eraed by 

Z. T. Young. Logan took up the ques- 
tion wholly, and in answer to Young'a re- 
marks that hia (Boone Logan's) charac- 
ter needed investigation, replied, " And 
as for you, sir, I have undoubted proof 
of your actions for the last ten years 
that will hang you." Pistols were drawn 
among the friends of both sides, and 
many an ominous click was heard re- 
sounding through tbe court house. But 
as they clicked the peculiar ring of tbe 
three-clicked rifles of the soldiers on 
guard was heard all along the wooden 
waOs of the flimsy bnUdlng. As the or- 
der to 1nu<I was heard Awm the outHide, 
and the .sound of tb* muskets loading, 
the ezdted crowd Oionght the flrst move 
on the part of either party would be fol- 
lowed by a dead fire from the troope. 

" Boone Logan, calm, oool, and collect- 
ed, never flinched, but reiterated his 
statements. Excitement was high, every 
one starting to leave the court house, bat 
were halted by the guard of troops at the 
door. For a moment many cheeks paled 
and many steady nerves trembled, but 
the presence of mind and cool determin- 
ation of tbe State troops quieted thefears 
and allayed the dread of shootiag and 
murder. 

" Threata were uttered on the outside 
that Boone Logan woiild be killed be- 
fore the day was over, td which he paid 
no attention. All the morning every 
one was on a Btrain, and momentarily 
an outbreak waa expected, troope or no 
troopa. All, howorer, psaisd off wfth« 
out any bloodshed. 

"A horrible affray is reported to have 
taken place Thnrsday morning al a plaea 
called Dry Cre^k, nine miles from this 
place. John Taylor, Jim Keetou, John 
Vance and Elliott Martin were on their 
way to the court here as witnesses to this 
term. They were met by a gang of 
men masked and armed. They were 
halted and their business incjuired into. 
They refused to tell, when the masked 
men opened fire on them, and after 
wounding John Taylor and John Vance 
and killing Clllot Martin they rode off* 
No reasons are assigned for the killing 
and outrageous attack, save that these 
man's eridenoe would have damaged 
somebody connected in. the late murder 
of the young Logans."

This is one 
of tbe most singular csees of milk poison- 
ing ever known, and bat for medical aid 
several of the patienta would have died."
